text morning, for that 20000. IriſÞ Rebels were Tamied'; 
which dirc&ion and Information-was likewiſc'that-day 

; : BIVen 
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given in Pulpits by their ſeditious Preachers;and in fome 
of thoſe Papers were ſubſcribed, That the Malignant Þar- 
had over-woted the good, and. if not prevented: there would 
F4 Peace, (the-Propofitions for Peace being the:day before 
carried by nine and twenty voyces;)a common Councel 
was called late at night, though Sunday, and a Petition 
there framed againſt Peace, which was thenext moraing 
brought tothe Houſe, countenanc'd by Alderman Pen- 
nington ( a knowne Promoter and Goveraour of thoſe 
Tumults,) and attended witha great multitude of mcane 
Perſons,who uled Threats, Menaces and Reproachesto 
the Members of both Houlcs; their Petition took notice: 
ot Propoſitions paſſed by the Lords for Peace, which if allow- 
ed, would be deſtruitiveto Religion , Lawes and Liberties , 
and therefore deſired an Ordinance according to theTe- 
norofanA&toftheir commonCouncel the night before 
Thankes was given them by the Commons, whil'ſt the: 
Lords complainedof the Tuinults, an4 defired a concur- 
renceto ſuppreſſe them, and to prevent the like, many of 
the People tellingthe Members of both Houſes; That if 
they had not d.good anſwer they would be there the next day 
with double the:number.

And we muſt-now appeale toal ourfellow Subjeas of 

this Kingdome , who have taken the Oathes of Allegi-, 
ance and Supremacy , who haye any knowledge of the 
Rights, Cuſtomes and Priviledges of Parliament, or of 
the frame and Conſtitution of this Realme, whether we 
or they have failed in ourduty to our King or Countrey; 
and whether we have not,in diſcharge of a goodConlci- 
ence, undergone the evils we have borne. Andthen we 
doubt not, we ſhal not be thought leſſe Members of Par- 
liament, though we are not at Weſtminſter , then if that 
City were in the poſicfhion of a Forraigne Enemy, yet 
we confeſſe the placeto be ſo material, that if there were 
thatLiberty and freedome which is due to theMembers, 
and indeed the life of Parliament, the Ad of thoſe in 
the Houſe (being a lawtull A): is the Ac of the Houle, 
though there were a greater number abſent,al who were 
of another opinion: but in our caſe, when weare by:;force 
driven.away, and by force kept away, and when nothing 
can be ſaid to juſtifie the.

-urfappy Perſons who hath ſo forfeited it ; ) yet we muſt 
fer them know, thar rheir condition ts like tobe very dan 
'gerous 3 and that as they (for reſiſtance of whom His 
'Majeſties Armies areraiſed) have declared*rothem whit 
-they are to expett at their hands, that is, to be'dealt with 
as pernitious and publique Enemies ; So rhey have rea- 
ſon ro beleeve, that His Majeſty cannor looke upon them 
- as Perſons who have performed that dury they are obfi- 
- ged by thetr naturall Allegiance, and their Oaches enjoy- 
ned by Law, which is, to defezd the Xing to the utmoſt of 
their Power, agamſt all confiiracies and attempts whatſo- 
* ever.which ſhall be made againſt His MajtFies Perſon, His 
- Crowne and Dignity , awd to doe their belt endeatiours to di(- 
cloſe and make knowne to Him all Treaſons and ConFiracves 
- which ſhall be 1garnft Him , to their power to affift all Jariſ- 
ditions, Previledaes, Preheminences an Authorities be- 
longing to Him, or united to the Tmpertall Crowne of this 
Rewlme, The juſt and pious conſideration and weighing 
of which Oarh and obligation, muſt ſtirre up all men of 
' Loyalry and Conſcience, ro be induftrious and a&ive on 
His Majcſtics behalfe againſt this Eorrid and odious Re- 
bellion, and againſt rhe Anthors and Fomenters of the 
ſame. And we are confident it will nor a little encreaſe 
rhe Indignacion of all good true Engliſhmen;to find theſe 
-- diſturbers of their Peace; who have ſo ſpeciouſly preten- 
ded the defence of the Rights and Priviledges of Parlia- 
ment, utire themſelves with, aud governe rheir Ations 
by rhe concurrent advice "ne confenr of. Commiſſioners

other particulars {o plainly ſer down in this Declarariong 
and fo publiquely knowne co moſt men, .were wanting, 
there could not be a greater inſtaniee of deſerting theDig- 
nicy and Righr,and as much as.1n them lyes, cancelling F) 
the Liberties and Priviledges of Parliament, then for 
theſe men, ro: breake the truſt repoled in them by their 
Ceuutrey, and to ſubmit themſclues to the advice} and 
oblige themſelves to the conſerx of Agents.of anocher 
Kingdome , who have caft off their Allegiance, and 
uniced themſelves rogether againſt their naturall and 
native King, and againſt the Lawes of both Kingdomes, 
.and have given an ample reſtimony to all thoſe they 
have miſled, how farre they are from ſubmitring or.in- 
.cending tobe governed by Parliament , or by choſe. who 
would yet be thought the two Houſes of Parliament, by 
-joyning foure Scotchmen (Apents for that Rebellions Ar- 
-my which harh invaded this Kingdome) in equall power 
and auchoricy with ſeven Lords aud foureteen-Commons, 
. by whoſe foleand uncontrolled managery and conſent;all 
buſinefſe of Peace and Warre,which do.or may concerne 
this languiſhing Kingdome, muſt be governed. And yer 
theſe men take ir very Hainouſly,that His;Majeſty ſhou!d 
move them in order to Peace, ro agree that all the Mem- 
bers of borh Houſes may ſecurely meer in a full and free

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the Conſciences of FAS * BM elves; wherher whilft'- 
we were amongſt them, we enjoyed that! iberty and free- . 
dome which was due to us ; andiwherher: (if there were £0 -: 
danget or breach of duty in being willingly and conſtant- | 
ly-preſent where Adtions of Treaſon arePl6tred and con- 
cluded) we conld now be with them wichour enzageing: 
our ſelves in tharCovenant,which as it rakes aw 2y al tree--| 
dome and liberty of Councell,fo camior be taken without 
rhe violation of our duty and Allegiance. For rhe deſer- 
ting the great. truſt. repoſed in+ us, - we cannor with che 
leaſt colour be accuſed; we with it had not been, or were. 
not now broken on their parts; on ours we are ſurc it is 
not; except obſervacion of our Oathes lawfully taken and 
ejoyned,and ſubmiſsion to the known eſtabliſhed Lows 
of the Land;the preſervation of which is our orcateſt truſt. 
'be ro deſerr che Truſt repoſed in us: Whar rhey have 
done, who have broken through all cheſe, and will not at 
laſt conſent ro the binding up the wounds they have 
made, we mult leave to the world to.judge. In themean 
rime, ſince tis apparant they uſe their urmoſt endeavours | 
ro make Peace impoſſible, and (having enriched chem- 
ſelves by theſe publique Calamiries, and impoveriſhed 
cheir Country by the tranſporration of the wealth there- 
of itito Forraigne Parts) have lefc - themſelves no other 
meanes co repay thoſe vaſt Summes they have extorted 
from the People upon that chey call Patligue Faith, 
but out of the Eftares of thoſe who-have preſerved 
their dury and Loyalty entire, and at the prize of rheir 
Retigion and Lawes. .incend. co:eftabliſh. aWovernment 
and Empire to themſelves, all good men who defire 
Peace will joyne with us in rhe ſuppreſſing theſe Enemies 
of Peace, and by a Reſoluce and unanimous Declaration.
